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THE.NEW TYNE BRIDGE.

Steady progress is being made with the 
building of the new bridge across the Tyne 
at Newcastle, an undertaking rendered neces- 
sary by the greatly increased volume of road 
traffic. The sinking of the foundations was 
begun in July, 1925, and the structure is not 
expected to be completed before the summer 
of next year. 

The foundations are 79ft. below high-water 
mark of the river, and consist.of four main 
caissons, each 84ft. 6in. deep and 28it. wide, 
filled with cement to the surface. When the 
structure is aompleted its length will be made 
up by an approach 190ft. long and a steelwork 
approach of 483ft. on the Newcastle side, and 
a steelwork approach of 380ft. and a masonry 
approach of 259ft. on the Gateshead side. 
The main arch across the river will have a 
span of 531ft. The total length of the bridge 
will be 1.843ft. The width of the bridge from 
one hand-rail to the other will be 65ft. The 
height from the high-water mark to the 
underside of the roadway will be 89ft., and 
from the top of the arch to low water 208ft. 
The work will cost over £500,000. 

This will be the sixth bridge connecting 
the Northumberland and Durham sides ef the 
river at Newcastle.

A largely attended meeting in Sort of 
the Cumann na nGaedheal candidates for 
County Louth was held at the Mall, 
Drogheda, to-night. 

Myr. James T. Magee, Chairman of Louth 
County Council, whe presided, read a letver 
ol apology for absence from the Right Rev. 
Monsignor Segrave, P.P., V.G., Drogheda, 
who stated in it that the people would have 
to determine now whether or not they wished 
io have a Government that would command 
confidence, or credit, at home and abroad 
and let the country settle down to the prac- 
tical work which everyone of common sense 

saw was necessary if they were to oh on in 
these difficult, depressed times. Public loans 
were needed to complete works in hands and 
meet engagements the country was committed 
to, and everyone knew that these could not 
be mised on terms the country would be able 
to Bear if investors had not faith in the 
stability of the Government. It was a very 
practical and serious issue that faced al! the 
voters at the present time. It was awkward 
to be brought out in the harvest; but the 
reaping of many harvests to come hung on 
what they did now. 

A FATEFUL DECISION. 

Mr. James Murphy, one of the candidates, 
said that the decision which the electors 
would be called upon to make on the 15th 
of this month cat transcend in importance 
any of the grave national issues that they had 
had to decide in the past, because on the 
result of that decision would depend whether 
this State would stand or fall. It was 
frankly conceded that the people had the 
right to take risks if they so desired; but 
they, and they alone, would have to pay 
for their mistakes, a payment that would 
f.ll on the weakest and most impoverished. 
The law of retribution was the same for 
nations as for individuals. It was up to 
those who had brought about the present 
situation to make things rig..t at this elec- 
tion, or put up with the inevitable conse- 
quence, which would be greater misery and 
want than ever had been experienced here 
before. 

The issue in this election was not so much 
whether the people of this country wanted 
a Cosgrave Government as whether they 
wanted any Government at all, or whether 
they were to have anarchy and chaos. The 
question was whether the people of the State 
wanted ordered government and progress, or 
preferred to slip back into the slough of 
despond from which the Cosgrave Govern- 
ment had rescued them. The policy of Mr. 
de Valera he described as being like Joseph’s 
coat—a thing of many colcurs. Had the 
people any guarantee, he asked, that the 
most sacred pledges of the Fianna Fail Party 
would not develop into empty political 
formulas as soon as the election was over? 
Would they tell them where the dumps were 
hidden, and against whom it was proposed 
to use these dumps” 

MAINTAINING THE SERVICES. 

Referring to the new National Loan, Mr. 
Murphy said that the arrangements that the 
Government had been able to make fdr the 
temporary carrying out of public services 
would not enable those services to be carricd 
out beyond another two months. Money 
r:ust, therefore, be found if those services 
were to be continued. The genera! election 
resulted in all Opposition, and no Govern- 
ment, and disclosed the very remarkable fact 
that the people of the country had not their 
minds made up as to what they wanted. 
The investing public knew what they wanted, 
and were not prepared to lend their money 
to people who behaved as they had behaved 
at the last election. If, as the re- 
sult of this election, the people were 
returned to power who would repudiate the 
financial settlement, then good-bye stability, 
and good-bye economic conditions. The issue 
in this election was of the first magnitude. 
lf Fianna Fail seized the reins of govern- 
ment no man could tell what would happen in 
the future. The road to stability was by 
electing the Government candidates. 
(Applause). 

MR. HUGHES’S APPEAL. 

Mr. Peter Hughes, ex-T.D., said that he 
had come forward again to ask the of 
Louth whether they were going to rectify the 
mistake that they made in June last. They 
were told by advertisements and ters 
about the “extravagance” of the vern 
ment, what salaries were paid, and what 
services cost; but the people who told them 
that did not tell them how they could reduce 
expenditure. Some of those gentlemen, when 
representing this nation in Paris and America, 
spent more than any Minister got or more 
than the services of the State cost at present. 
Those gentlemen then were living in luxury 
and ease. He would like to see the balance 
sheet showing their expenditure. He asked 
the people to think well on the doctrine 
taught that the sanctity of an oath was to be 
trampled under foot.

When in 1921 one of the much despised civil 
servants was put in charge of it he reduced 
the cost by half and did more work.

His health had 
broken down, and he was sent on a tour of 
the foreign offices of Sinn Fein. its 

“I would like to know,” said Mr. McGilli- 
gan, “what his tour cost, and what we got 
out of it im addition to ha¥ing his shattered 
nerves restored’?

After five years he had 
discovered that the oath was an empty 
formula—he had not the manliness to say 
that he had changed his mind, or that the 
circumstances had changed, but he pretended 
to be advised that it was no oath. at wes 
a disgraceful declaration, calculated to con- 
tinue the demoralising work that he had 
already done in the-country. Be Valera had 
put many a decent young Iri in arms 
against his brother Irishman. Now, when he 
could do no more that way he came out with 
this declaration, which was 
encourage perjury in every court in the 
country.

Réplying to a remark by one of the 
audience, who said “it was all a joke,” Mr.

If they wanted 
war, confusion and loss of credit they could 
put in de Valera, but if they wanted a 
decent, peaceful State, let them put in the 
present Government, who could end afl this 
nonsense.

The Case for Sanity. 


Speaking at Gort, on Tuesday, Mr. 
P. J. Hogan said:—‘‘I want you to 
réturn de Valera with a big majority 
or to return us with a big majority. 
Do one thing or the other.” There 
is shrewd common-sense in this appeal. 
the three possible results of 
the coming general election the worst 
might be an indecisive verdict. It would 
mean a period of political instability— 
to be prolonged, perhaps, by the like 
outcome of yet another election three or 
six months hence. If President. Cosgrave’s 
party gets ‘a majority of less 
half a dozen (including Farmers and 
Independents) at next week’s polls, he will 
be virtually helpless. At a meeting, 
on Tuesday, a Labour speaker extolled 
Mr. Thomas Johnson as a . master 
of ‘‘ stratagem.’’ Mr. Johnson would havo 
disastrous scope for the employment of 
his stratagems if Mr, Cosgrave could not 
be sure of the result of any division. 
They would take the shape of 
contrivances, with the Fianna Fail 
party's help, to catch the Government 
napping; and in such circumstances Mr. 
de Valera, though he might not show 
his whole hand, could be exceedingly 
mischievous. Of course the debility of 
Parliament would be reflected in every 
aspect of public affairs. Trade would 
wither because the people’s confidence 
in the country’s future would have 
disappeared. Since a new loan would he 
impossible, a financial crisis, not to 
be solved by any of Mr. Johnsan's 
stratagems, would be certain before 
Christmas, 

Mr. Hogan prefers the dangers of a 
drastic remedy to the miseries of a 
lingering decline. Once, 
days of Athens, a noisy and incompetent 
demagogue criticised the conduct of a 
military campaign so persistently that the 
National Assembly said to him, “ You 
shall be the commander-in-chief.”” So 
said, so done; and history records the 
fate of Cleon the leather-seller. Mr. de 
Valera, no doubt, desires an election 
result’ which, through $Johnsonian 
stratagem, would put power, without 
responsibility, in his hands. Mr. Hogan, 
on the other hand, “wants the country to 
call this bluff once for all.” If. Mr. 
Cosgrave is not returned with a big 
majority, then Mr. de Valera, returned 
with a big majority, ought to be compelled 
to fulfil his huge folio of promises. He 
has undertaken, if he becomes the head of 
a Government, to denounce the Anglo- 
Irish Treaty, to reopen the financial 
settlement, to “punish” Northern 
Ireland, to. resist the payment of land 
annuities, to surround the Free State with 
a bristling wall of ' tariffs, This pro- 
gramme, as Mr, Hogan says, would mean 
instant and inexorable war with England. 
Even if there were no actual fighting, the 
country would collapse speedily. into 
anarchy, bankruptcy and despair. The

Electricity on the Farm. 


in the controversy which has been created 
in England by Mr. R..Borlase Matthews’s 
criticisms of English farming methods 
before the British Association. Mr. 
Matthews thinks that English farmers are 
very much behind the times. Some of 
their methods, he declares, are those of a 
century ago, and there never is likely to 
be any substantial improvement in the 
agricultural industry until the farmers 
decide to take advantage of the latest in- 
ventions of electrical s¢ience, . He. urges 
the adoption of electro-mechanical ‘trans- 
port on all farms. In the field, he says, 
wagon loaders ought to be used, and in 
the barns loads ought to be removed by 
electrical appliances and transported in 
single lifts. Threshing machines should 
be fed by electrically driven conveyers, 
while similar conveyers should remove the 
grain, chaff and straw to their. respective 
destinations. Mr. Matthews asserts that 
by the intelligent use of electricity the 
complete threshing operation on an 


.ordinary farm could be carried ont by 


three or four men, instead of the usual 
dozen. He contends also that three men 
could feed, clean and milk 150 cows in 
addition to cleansing their byres if elec- 
tricity were employed. Finally, he sug- 
gests that every farm shall have a central 
hydro-manure plant, worked by electric 
current. This plant would pump manure 
to the fields, where it would be distributed 
by an ordinary fire-hose. Several repre- 
sentative farmers in England have ex- 
pressed their views on Mr. Matthews’s 
thesis, and they virtually all agree that, 
while the use of electricity on their farms 
undoubtedly would make for economy and 
increased production, the present cost of 
current in England is prohibitive. The 
British Government has passed an Elec- 
tricity Bill to provide villages with cheap 
current, and it is possible that costs may 
be reduced considerably as a result of its 
operation. For the time being, however, 
the price. of electricity in the rural areas 
is so high that, apart altogether from the 
cost of installation, very few farmers could 
afford to equip their holdings even as an 
experiment. As a “ paying proposition ”’ 
Mr. Matthews's suggestions are regarded 
as completely impracticable. Tle Irish 
Free State has more than an academic in- 
terest in these matters; for, if and when 
the Shannon Scheme is in a position to 
supply cheap electric current: to the 
farmers, Mr. Matthews’s plans, which one 
leading agriculturist describes as ‘“ Heath 
Robinson ideas,’’ will be brought into the 
range of possibility in this country. 
Despite the good work that has been done 
by the co-operative movement in Ireland, 
farming methods still are rather primitive 
in some parts of the country. Marked im- 
provements, however, have been made in 
recent years, and, if the advantages of elec- 
tricity are brought home to the farmers 
by well-directed propaganda, there is little 
doubt that large numbers of them will 
take advantage of the cheap current. The 
new Shannon Board ought to lose no time 
in the organisation of its campaign. 
Ultimately, the success of - the whole 
scheme is likely to depend on the extent 
to which the farmers use the Shannon 
current ; and for the sake oí the undertak- 
ing, as well as for the sake of better 
farming, no stone ought to be left un- 
turned in the effort to create a healthy 
demand throughout the rural areas.

NEW MOTOR ORDER 
CANCELLED. 


SEQUEL TO THE TRADERS’ 
REPRESENTATIONS. 


With reference to the introduction of a 
modified system of assessing Customs duty 
on imported motor cars, a deputation, 
representing the Society of Irish Motor 
Traders, Ltd., was received on Tuesday 
by the Free State Revenue Commis- 


sioners. 
The deputation put forward certain pro- 


posals relating to the production to the 
Revenue Commissioners of contracts or 
agreements between sellers (manufacturers) 
and purchasers (importers) and of 
affidavits bearing on such contracts and 
other kindred matters, with a view of. the 
more effective safeguarding of the revenue 
in future. é 

After a lengthy discussion in which the 
Commissioners outlined the conditions 
under which they would be prepared to 
agree to the proposals of the trade, the 
deputation accepted the conditions on 
behalf of the members of the Society. 

On this understanding the Commis- 
sioners agreed to cancel their recent Order 
instituting a basis of assessment of duty 
on motor cars with reference to the Irish 
Free State retail selling price, less a flat 
percentage and less other statutory allow- 
ances. 

Accordingly, the system of ‘assessing duty 
on motor cars followed prior to the recent 
Order of the Commissioners will be re- 
verted to at once, and the safeguards 
referred to above will be. brought into 
force as soon as possible in agreement 
with the motor trade generally. 

A meeting of the Society of Irish Motor 
Traders, Ltd., was held yesterday after- 
noon at 31 Upper Merrion street, Mr. 
John O'Neill, president,.in the chair. 

The meeting expressed appreciation of 
the concessions granted, ' which settled a 
very troublesome matter to the entire satis- 
faction of the Society. 

The new regulation is now cancelled.

National Economy. | 


The absence of any very definite refer- 
ence to the continued promotion of 
national economy in Mr. Churchill’s 
speech last week has been exercising the 
minds of a nuz.ver of Conservatives, and 
it is likely that efforts will be made to 
secure assurances from the Government 
that the pursuit of further substantial 
savings in the estimates has not been 
dropped. It is suggested that Mr. 
Churchill should not rest satisfied with tha 
prospect of not having to increase taxation, 
but that he should aim at a reduction. 
This view 1s strongly held in the City wf 
London, where it is maintained that the 
high rate ,of taxation is a serious 
hindrance to the growth of trade. Much 
may be heard of this question when the 
House of Commons re-assembles. 


The Irish Elections. 


People who have been on holiday in the 
Irish ¢Free State on returning to London 
comment upon the extraordinary apathy 
which they have noticed among the 
electorate in connection with the forthcom- 
ing election, though, on being questioned, 
they agreed that there was in places con- 
siderable enthusiasm for the Government. 
Apathy is the one great danger to Govern- 
ments at election times, a fact proved on 
this side of the Irish Channel. It is 
hoped in Irish circles here that apathy in 
the Free State will not result in a return 
to the deadlock of last month. 


The Schneider Trophy. 


Sir Philip Sassoon, Under-Secretary for 
Air, with Sir Sefton Brancker, the 
Director of Civil Aviation, and a party of 
officials, is to fly from England to Venice 
for the Schneider trophy contest in the 
new commercial flying boat, Medina. The 
start is to be made from: Southampton, 
and the flight will be via Cherbourg and 
Marseilles, concluding on the Lido, where 
the contest will take place on September 
25th. Great preparations have been made 
on the Lido by the British airmen, who have 
had two hangars placed at their dispésal, 
though the aeroplanes which they are 
using for training purposes are not those 
in which they wil] compete. The Eagle, 
the aeroplane carrier, will arrive in a few 
days, bringing some special aeroplanes 
ready for flight. These will not be 
released from the ship until a few hours 
before the competition opens 


An Atlantic Rocket. 


The pilots announcing an intention of 
flying the Atlantic have been inundated 
with applications from would-be passen- 
gers; but it is understood that no offers 
have been received by the American 
scientist who asks for passengers to test his 
giant rocket apparatus across the Atlantic. 
The theory of the device is that, by suc- 
cessive explosions, the apparatus could be 
projected over long distances before finallv 
coming to earth. Nothing is said as to 
an arrangement for easing the shock of 
landing, and, although the inventor pro- 
fesses immense confidence in the device, 
he apparently does not intend to make 
use of it for his own projection. 


The Earth's Age. 


Considerable interest has been aroused 
here by the assertion of Sir Oliver Lodge 
that there are indications that the universe 
always has existed. These indicfllions are 
not unknown to many other people than 
Sir Oliver Lodge; for in caverns in this 
country scientists have discovered indis- 
putable evidence that the earth is millions 
of years old. In Kent’s cavern at Torquay 
scientists have discovered successive layers 
in the earth showing that fires were used 
for cooking purposes countless thousands 
of years ago. Traces of wood ashes and 
calcined bones of animals in successive 
layers have been discovered under the 
deposits of stalagmites, which have been 
steadily forming for unknown ages. 


Conscription. 


The time does not seem to be far distant 
when conscription will be generally 
abandoned; for in Germany the theory 
that safety can be secvred only by a 
nation in arms is fast falling into dis- 
repute, while in France the General Staff 
is now being won over to the idea of a 
highly-trained professional army such as 
ours, which, in course of tinie, would mean 
the abandonment of the conscription of the 
present large number of men. It is said 
that the reason for the new point of view 
is that conscription is becoming more and 
more unpopular, and the fact that un- 
willing recruits do not make an army that 
can be trusted is now recognised. 


The Harvest. 


The dry weather of the past few days 
has brought satisfaction to the farmer; 
for it has done much to uplift the crops 
which the rain had beaten down, and 
cutting will be “rendered less difficult. 
There are optimistic reports from all parts 
of the country as to the quality of the 
harvest both of grain and fruit. The root 
crops have been particularly good; espe- 
cially sugar beet. If the fine weather lasts 
a few days longer, the harvesting of crops 
should be completed in a highly satis- 
factory manner. Talking of the sun, it is, 
perhaps, worth noting that London, for 
the first time for a week, enjoyed several 
hours of bright sunshine to-day.

LINERS RUSH TO THE RESCUE.

From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT, 
NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

Although two liners are steaming under 
every inch of pressure in response to the 
Old Glory’s “ §.0.8.,’’ apprehension re- 
garding the airmen’s safety is incréasing, 
as hour after hour passes without any 
further wireless signal in explanation of 
their plight. 

It is hoped that the silence means 
nothing worse than that either the appara- 
tus is not working, or that the crew have 
been forced to leave the aeroplane because 
it is sinking, and have entrusted them- 


selves to the collapsible rubber lifeboat, | 


which was part of their equipment. 

If, the liners fail to find the airmen, it 
is possible that a rescue may be effected 
by one of the two other aeroplanes that 
are ‘taking the same course—namely, thé 
Sir John Carling and the Royal Windsor. 

It has been estimated that the former 
should pass over the point indicated by 
the ‘‘S.0.8.”’ at about 5.30 p.m. B.S.T., 
and the latter at about midnight. 


SPECULATIONS. 


It is hard to conjecture exactly what 
accident prompted the sending of the 
“§.0.8.”"" It is evident that the emer- 
gency was a sudden one; perhaps due to 
squally weather, or some sudden and 
violent freak of the wind that in some 
manner: disabled the craft. 

Even 80, the fuel could have been 
emptied in less than a minute, and the 
machine, ‘buoyed up by its empty tanks, 
should have floated for some time, even 
in the rough water that the ships have 
reported in the vicinity. Friends, who 
have been comforting the relatives of the 
flyers, recalled how Commander’ Rodgers 
and a crew of four men spent nine days 
in an ueroplane in the open Pacific, when 
forced down on their flight from San 
Francisco to Honolulu in 1925, and lived 
to tell the tale. 


LAST SEEN 350 MILES OUT. 


Unfortunately there is the same uncer- 
tainty as to the whereabouts of the Old 
Glory, as of Commander -Rodgers’s 
machine. All the information that the 
Old Glory flashed through the pitch dark- 
ness of the early morning was: “ 8.0.8. 
Five hours out Newfoundland.” No 
latitude or longitude was given, and the 
vessels going to the’ airmen’s relief were 
forced to work on the conjecture that the 
machine had travelled so many miles an 
hour, and not deviated from the course. 

On. the basis of 100 miles an hour, the 
officers of the Transylvania decided that 
the aeroplane had come down at the posi- 
tion 49.50 North, 41.15 West. The liner 
arrived there late in the morning, but 
after cruising around and finding nothing, 
proceeded to the point where the machine 
was last seen by the s.s. California, 350 
miles east of St: John’s at 5.57 British 
time. . 


“PLANE IS HEAVY.” 


The Carmania and the Lapland also 
proceeded westward to take part in the 
general search. Possibly a premonition 
of what. was to come led Bertaud to wire- 
less last, night, as the Qld Glory, was 
proceeding up the Atlantic seaboard, 
“The plane is heavy’’; and one recalls 
that it was this same tremendous burden 
of fuel which delayed for weeks the air-

FLIGHT OVER DUBLIN 
YESTERDAY. 


Weather conditions yesterday. again pro- 
hibited the start of the trans-Atlantic flight, 
from Baldonnel Aerodrome, Co. Dublin, 
of the Fokker monoplane, Princess Xenia: 
While awaiting a: final weather report, 
Captain MeInatosty;- about 10 a.m.,: took 
Commandant Fitzmaurice, the officer com- 
manding at Baldonnel, up on a trial spin, 
as a compliment to him for his help in 
connection with the preparations. The 
monoplane glided gracefully into the air 
after a run of only 400 to 500 yards, 
although carrying 70 per cent. of the full 
load. 

The monoplane climbed steadily to a 
height of about a thousand feet, and then 
cruised around in wide circles. The 
weather was fine and sunny, with excel- 
lent visibility, but a light wind that had 
sprung up in the early morning was in- 
creasing steadily in velocity. It was then 
blowing at about 15-20 miles per hour, but 
by 1 p.m. it had increased.to 25 m.p:h. 


IMPROVING THE TAKE-OFF. 
After cruising for about twenty minutes, 
the machine landed, and was given a bad 
bump as the result of touching ‘a slight 
ridge near the centre of. the aerodrome. | 

A conference was held by Captain 
Piercey and Commandant Fitzmaurice, 
and it was decided to send to Dyblin for 
seven tons of compressed peat to fill in the 
ridge, and any unevenness of the surface. 
It was also decided that the grass on this 
section of the aerodrome should be cut, 
and the job was finished before nightfall 
by a motor tractor. The work of filling in 
the ridge and unevenness of the ground 
surface was then started, and will be 
finished at dawn to-day. 

This new track, in Captain Piercey’s 
opinion, should help the “ take-off’’ of the 
monoplane when fully loaded, and also 
take the strain off the under-carriage and 
wings of the machine. 

Almost immediately after the first trial 
flight, Captain’ McIntosh and Captain 
Wreford took their monoplane up for a 
dual test flight. 

The Princess Xenia again made an ex- 
cellent ‘‘ take-off,’’ and, after circling 
around the aerodrome once, flew over 
Dublin at a height of several thousand, 
feet. The identification markings: 
‘‘ G—EBTS,”’ which are painted in large 
black letters against a white background 
underneath the wings, and on the sides 
of the fuselage, however, could hardly be 
distinguished from the ground. 

Captain McIntosh and Captain Wreford 
cruised around for nearly an hour, and 
again made an excellent landing in less 
than six hundred yards. 

Speaking after the flight, Captain 
McIntosh smilingly remarked: . ‘‘ She's 
working beautifully. - Yes, that test was 
perfect. I am very satisfied."’ 

Large crowds visited the aerodrome to 
see the machine yesterday, and General 
D. Hogan, Chief of Staff, was shown over 
the machine by the airmen.

Mr. J. C. Henderson, Chairman of the 
Cupar Branch of the Farmers’ Union, 
said :—‘‘ Electricity is a good thing for 
farmers if the cost is within measureable 
distance. Short daylight difficulties in 
winter would be overcome, and farm work 
carried through with smaller staffs and 
less danger.” 

Mr. Miles H. Hember, Secretary of the 
Somerset County Branch of the National 
Farmers’ Union, said:—“The whole 
question of obtaining and using electricity 
for power and lighting on English farms 
resolves itself into one of ‘L.S.D.’» On 
the majority of farms in the West of 
England machinery. is driven by . oil 
engine, but farmers would gladly sub- 
stitute electricity and extend mechanical 
working if the supply was cheaper.

LABOUR GOVERNMENT’S

interest, not only to Queensland and to the 
Commonwealth, but to all the self-governing 
nations oí the Empire, for the struggle is 
between a Labour Government, recently 
placed in. office by an election on a syst¢m of 
adult sufferage of both sexes, on thd one 
side, and the forces of organised labour on 
the other. 

Contests between the: Government and the 
railwaymen go back in Queensland to 
the Labour Government of the late Mr. 
T. J. Ryan, after the Labour victories at the 

olis in 1915. They. continued under “the 

bour. Government of Mr. Theodore, and 
became serious under the Labour Government 
of his immediate successor, Mr. Gillies, in 
1925, a Government of which Mr. McCormack 
was a member. The railwaymen tried a strike 
under this administration. It lasted for seven 
or eight days, and then Mr. Gillies’ sur- 
rendered. He was obliged to retire, but there 
ia no doubt that fe success of the railway 
strikers against the Government of 1925 is 
encouraging them to try conclusions with the 
Government now in office.

INSISTENT DEMAND FOR A 
NEW ‘SPIRIT. 


Popular interest centred to-day 
Economics and Anthropology Sections. 

In the Economics Section Mr. C, J. Hamil- 
ton, Joint Secretary of the Industrial Co- 
Partnership Association, discussed the 
“ Theory of Co-Partnership.”’ 

“ At no time,” he said, “has there been 
more general agreement in condemning a good 
deal of that which we understand by the in- 
dustrial system from the nance of . its 

urely economic results, and also Mm its 
red to confoym to the nobler aspirations 
of man. The defections of the present eco- 
nomic conditions ate daily becoming more 
obvious. The dissatisfaction horn of this 
knowledge is growing in strength and in 
extent. There is an insistent demand for a 
new spirit in industry.” 


THE WAGE SYSTEM, 


Among the defects of the pa régime he 
reckoned the wage system’s failure toprovide 
a stimulus to thé productive effort of the 
workers. es along were, reason, 
regarded as giving t6' labour in y cases 
less than a fair share of the joint uct oí 
industry. The wage system tended to breed 
a sense of inferiority in status in the mind 
of the worker, and this led to discontent, 
and stunted his general oBcloncy. 

The issue was whether profit-s om should 
ass beyond the stage of an amiable fad, and 
be recognised as a modification of simple 
capitalisation, which could not be disregarded. 
Co-partnership was at present characterised 
by an absence of standardised practice and 
excessive fraternalism. The method was still 
wholly in the experimental stage. Success oi 
failure depended greatly on the character of 
the scheme, and even more on the manner 
in which it: was applied. 

He did not think the objection that co- 
partnership would lead to a weakening of the 
workers’ power of collective bargaining was 
valid. Trade unions often found difficulty 
in maintaining their hold on members, but 
this was partly the result of trade union 
policy, which had exaggerated their purely 
combative function to the neglect of positive 
and constructive enterprise. 


LO-PARTNERSHIP AS A PRODUCTIVE 
STIMULUS. áis 

Mr. Hamilton contended that co-partnership 
provided a productive stimulus to industry. 

Dr. James A. Bowie, Manchester, said that 
if the desire of the Trades Union. Congress 
to further industrial peace was followed up it 
seemed likely co-partnership would be a 
strong claimant for consideration as an in- 
strument for securing something like indus- 
trial peace. If there was one main cause of 
the present malaise it was the segregation of 
those engaged in ae into two classes— 
capital-owning profit takers ang ownerless 
weekly wage earners. If workers were to 
become capitalists they ought first to become 
savers. It seemed a dangefous procedure to 
hand over automatically to Labour ordinary 
shares in a business, ' 

EMPLOYEES AS SHAREHOLDERS. 

He considered the right. way” was that

**4.—The Association cannot commend the 
proposals for medical benefit adumbrated in 
the final report as satisfactory to insured 
persons. , In its opinion, the very limited 
advantages which they might confer on 
certain classes of insured persons are not 
commensurate with the sacrifices which in- 
sured persons generally, as well as their 
employers, are called upon to make. 

"5.—The Association considers that any 
scheme of medical benefit, to be satisfactory 
to insured persons, must comply with certain 
essential conditions :— 

““(a) It must be completely dissociated
